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1 1 . (Withdrawn) A method for controlling unwanted vegetation, which comprises 
allowing a herbicidally effective amount of at least one benzoyl-substituted 
phenylalanineamide or an agriculturally useful salt thereof of claim 1 to act on 
plants, their habitat and/or on seed.

13. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 1 1 , wherein the application rate of the 
compound of formula I or salt thereof is from 0.001 to 3.0 kg/ha. 

14. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 13, wherein the application rate is 0.01 to 
1.0 kg/ha. 

15. (Previously Presented) The phenylalanineamide or salt thereof of claim 1 , 
wherien R 1 is F; R 2 , R 3 , R 4 , R 5 , R 6 , R 7 , R 10 , R 14 and R 15 are all H; and R 8 is CH 3 . 
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
